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WHEN Mr and Mrs. Roger Do we II were p»ar;ning extensions ^o their 
home in Ivanboe, Vic, their first consideration was to see whether 
they could do so without disturbing two teri-yeor-old ornomentol vines which 
Mrs. Dowel I had planted from slips Architect Philip Sergeont manoged 
to incorporote the vines into the design of the extension, using a timber ond 
steeJ structure o^ inter locking can til eve red decks. The steel coJumns formed 
Q support for the vlnes^ and a sqyare area cut into the Two decks allowed 
them to climb right yp through both floors. "We pruned each vine back to 
one leader and rolled both of them up while work was goirtg on^'" said Mfs. 
DowelL "Luckily it was during winter/' 

The two-storeyed extension enlarged the Dowel Is' sitting-room ond 
turned the main bedroom into a third children's room downstairs, the upper 
section comprises o new main bedroom and bathroom with on ad joining 
tefroce. The terrace is Qt present shaded by the vines, which have been 
trained over a pergoto, but it couVd at o later dote be com pi etc enclosed 
to form onother room.
